The death occurréd .at the Yeo 
Yang Hospital, Canton, on Friday 
of General ‘Ngai Bong-ping, a 
former Commissioner of tho Car- 
ton Police Force, at the uge of 52. 

General Ngai, a native of Chung- 
shan, is survived by his wife, three 
sons and three datughters. 


After hia retirement from_poll- 
tics In 1926 General Ngaf Bong- 
ping and his family resided for a 
number of years in Kowloon Tong. 


'The Inte. General Neal Bong- 
ping's eldest daughter married Dr. 
Lee Shiu-kee, the well known local 
Chinese pony owner and rider. 
General Nyra{’s oldest son and his 
third daughter are both _under- 
graduates. of the Lingnan Univer- 
sity, ‘Canton, while his second son 
{s studying in a military colleye in 


Germany. 


General Ngai Bong-ping was a 
product of the Japanese milltary 
school, Before the Revolution he_ 
wag'n cavalry Instructor and he 
also had a high reputation for 
artillery technique, In 1916, when 
pressure was . being exerted on 
Kwangtung’s tuchun, Lung Chal- 
lavong,.to declare against the Inte 
President Yuan -Shih-kai (who 
wanted to make himself Emperor 
of China), General Ngal Bong- 
ping brought off a spectacular coup 
by capturing a few gunboats almost 
‘wingle-handed.

Str Andrew Caldecott was 
knighted in the New Year Honours 

List this year, and’in commenting 
‘on the honour, the Straits Timcs 
sald it was endorsed’ by popular 
feeling. to un ‘unusun} and im- 
pressive degree. ‘The. journal 
udded.—"There is no need for 
fulsome flattery. The simple truth 
is. that Mr..Caldccott is Liked and 
trusted by all classes. and com- 
munities. In him is the rarest of 
administrative — combinations—n 
fine brain, a. matured judsrment, 
andthe human touch; and the 
last-named is perhaps the most 
important of all. 

“At the age of fifty, and after 
twenty-seven years in Malaya, 
Mr. Caldecott has received one of 
the highest honours that can be 
won In the colonial service, and 
no one will deny that that honour 
has been thoroughly earned, 

“After n quite exceptionally 
long period in the Federal secro- 
tariat at Kuala Lumpur = Mr. 
Caldecott became a_ Resident in 
every State of the Federation’ ex- 
cept Pahang; .then he was pro- 
moted over the heads. of several 
more senior men to go to Carcosa;

"DISQUALIFIED 


-TJISONDARI WINS 
“24TH EVENT 


Postponed from October “7, tha 
twenty-fourth race for the Troverssa 
Trophy was held yestorday afternoon 
in aplendid weather conditions.. It 
resulted ‘In another triumph for a 
Dutch boat, the T$isendari, but her 
crew were fortunate to win as the 
Maurang entry which led from start 
to finish was disqualitted: 

Seven entries were received for the 
race, They were TAronlae (Mr,° 
Visser}, Soochow Mr. Follett), 
Liangchow (Mr. Ellis), Anshun (Mr. 
Armstrong), Anshun (Mr. Pulman), 
Nalyang (Mr. Elins) and Mausang 
(Mr. Minshall), The Anshun was, 
the only steamer to ‘send in two 
entrics. 

Thero was a fresh wind just as 
the race atarted, but before tho boats 
turned Kowloon Rock, it slackencd. 
After a few minutes, it freshened up 
again and the race was finished in a 
good breeze. - . 

My. 8S. W. Minshall, of the Mau- 
sing, took his bont out in front at 
the firing of the gun and finished tho 
course. nearly fivo minutes ahead of 
the Tjisondari. Tho Mnusnng crew 
sailed and rowed extremely well and 
were never In danger of being over- 
hauled, but after the «race her. sail 
mensurements wero found: to be in 
excess Of that allowed by the con- 
ditions of tho race. of 

Of the seven entries, only five com- 
pleted the ‘ coursv; neither of the 
Anshun entries finlshod. 

When the bodts rounded Kowloon 
Rock, the Mausang had 
established a substantial Jead, being 
a hundred yards in front of the 
Tjisondari, which was second. The 
Halyang was slightly behind the 
Dutch boat, while the two Anshun 
bouts, Liangshow and Soochow fol- 
Jowed in that order, : 

MAUSANG FORGES. AHEAD 

With «every stroke, the Mausang 
inereased her. lead = and when she 
rounded the mark opposite the Yacht 
Club, whe was at lenst 500 yards in 
front. The Tjisondari was, still 
second while the others were fairly 
cloxe together with the exception of 
the two Anshun bonts, which were 
far behind. a 

This order was maintained” up o 
the end, Tho Mausang compldted 
sthe course in the good time of 48 
mina, 66 seca, nearly five minutes 
ahenl of the Tjisondart. °
